Gasoline 
Rations Will 
Be Reduced 

Gasoline rationing is to be even 
more drastically cut, according to : 
the local Ration Board. All mem¬ 
bers of gasoline panels of the Los 
Angeles district were summoned; 
to a meeting in Los Angeles last 9 
week to receive instructions on: 
the new rules, effective May 1,1 
to acquaint them with the neces- j 
sity for more clearly establishing: 
the eligibility of applicants and j 
uniform action by the Boards. It. 
is understood that C rations will 
be cut the most. 

Last year the Boards in this 1 
district, comprising eight southern 
counties, issued in B and C ra-1 
tions 1,710.000,000 miles for 3,- 
000,000 applicants. 

The question—when will motor¬ 
ists receive more gasoline—is | 
based upon three factors: 1 st. I 
When military needs decrease. 

2nd. When the Petroleum Admin¬ 
istration for War allocates more 
gasoline to the OPA. 3rd. When 
regulations are changed to allow 
more gasoline. 

At the present time gasoline is 
being imported daily from Texas! 
to meet the needs of this area. 

A member of our local Board 
says: “It is most essential that 
gasoline consumption be distrib¬ 
uted to the people most needed 
in the war effort. At this time, 
rations cannot be liberalized but 
must be conserved.”
